UPC attacks merit plan 


The statewide UPC Affirmative 


Action Committee voted to 
condemn the **Ritchie 
amendment” last Saturday 


The committee was concerned 
with the position being taken by 
some individuals in the Calitornia 
State Universities and Colleges 
System that the use of 
merit for layoff “will somehow aid 
minority and women faculty.” 

“Thus ts a fallacious argument,”

the committee said 


“The use of the so called ‘nerit 
system’ would present the greatest 
danger to those opposing dis- 
cnminatory conditions and prac- 
tices Under the “Ritchie 
amendment™ there is danger that 
any person who advocates any 
changes could be treated as ‘less 
meritorious.” ~ 

The committee also said that 
minority and women faculty would 
benefit from the use of ‘relative 
merit’ rather than seniority rules 


RT cutbacks delayed, 


Planned cutbacks in Regional 
Iransit bus service to and from 
CSUS and = Sacramento City 
College have been postponed for 
further study, but fares are due to 
jump from 25 to 40 cents July |, ac- 
cording to RT sources 

The cutbacks so far involve late- 
night service from after 6 p.m 
Currently, the RT buses stop every 
30 minutes at each bus stop. but the 
proposed schedule revisions will 
probably enable each bus to stop 
only once every hour or more, RT 
sources saidy 


Semor fares, now {5 cents for 
each ride and 30 cents tor an all- 
day pass, have yet to be considered 
for increase 

Bus routes that lead to CSUS 
trom downtown areas numbers 30, 
31 and 33 have been tabled for fur- 
ther consideration with regard to 
possible cutbacks 

Sacramento City College routes 
trom downtown numbers 61 and 
62 were also tabled during a public 
hearing last Wednesday night at 
City Hall

CSUS in the red? 


If current budget expenditures 
continue, CSUS may face the end 
of the year with a deficit 

The deficit, according to Vice 
President for Academic Affairs E 
James Archer, is due to unex pected 
Pacific Gas and Electric (P.G.&E.) 
rate increases and the recent hike in 
postal rates 

Because of the projected deficit, 
all department requests for 
equipment purchases in excess of 
$500 will be reviewed by a three 
mémber committee, Archer an- 
nounced in a Feb. 26 memoran- 
dum to CSUS's administrative 


staff and department head 

The committee will also review 
requests for filling vacant faculty 
positions 


“The purpose of this review will 
be the determinations of whether 
the request is justified as 
immediately necessary or whether 
it can be postponed.” Archer 
wrote 


CSUS expenditures will be con- 
tinuously monitored by Stanley W 
Pretzer. university business 
manager, to assess the validity of 
the projections. 


for layoffs. This is based on “the 
false assumption that Caucasian 
males are less meritorius than 
women or minority faculty,” the 
committee added 

“Under no conditions does the 
UPC committee accept that 
position.”

Morris -president

Today's CSUS Foundation 
Board of Governors meeting may 


not be as tense as anticipated 
Members from two. special 


teams told the Hornet 
yesterday they were not scheduled 
to appear to specilic 
allegations regarding Foundation 


auditing

Executive Director Eugene Morris’ 
performance 

CSUS President James Bond 
had indicated at a Foundation 
meeting two weeks ago that he 
would be requesting several 
members from the trustees’ inter- 
nal audit staff along with a special 
management team trom 
Chancellor Gienn S. Dumke’s of- 
fice to attend today’s meeting to 
discuss specific allegations against 
Morris 

Morris has been an outspoken 
critic of the university ad- 
ministration the past seven years 

“We've had no contact from the 
President (Bond).~ said Fred 
Dalton, chief of the trustees inter- 
nal audit staff. “I haven't talked to 
Bond in the past month.” Dalton 
added 

Last fall, a California State 
University and Colleges (CSUC) 
Trustees internal audit staff report 
criticized the “lack of cooperation” 
between Morris and university 
business manager Stan Pretzer 

In addition. auditors described 
foundation-administration 
relations as 


wor- 
king “seriously 
deficient.” 

Dalton told the Hornet yester- 
day that his staff had noticed 
“contention” between foundation 
and university personnel. But he 
said this hadn't affected the ad- 
ministration of the foundation 
since they are “in technical com- 


phance with all existing codes 
rules and regulations ~ 

Datton said his staff would not 
give information on 
specific individuals anyway. “We 
don’t. as a rule. res‘ew people. we 
review operations,” hy said 

Dalton said his staft ‘vas called 
in to audit the foundation after 
State Finance Director Roy Bell 
sent a memo to Dumke requesting 
the audit 
duct an in-depth 
audit,” he said

Morris charged at that time that 
there were “material and substan- 
tive changes” from the draft of the

Dalton said part of the foun- 
dation-administration 
caused by the “unclarified legal 
status of the foundation. since both 
State Board of Control rules and 
trustee policy apply to them.” 

He said the chancellor's legal 
stalf ts in the process of “attempt- 
ing to define the relationship and 
clear up some of the legal fog.”

“Moonies” spread beliefs

(CPS) — “They never leave you 
alone for one minute of the day,” 
said a woman at the University of 
Texas. “I was beginning to forget 
who I was after five days of this. 

“They break down every belief 
that you've ever had and replace it 
with their own explanations and all 
this time there is this incredible 
amount of attention focused on 
you to believe in what they believe 
in” 

“They” are followers of the 
Reverend Sun Myung Moon, 
founder and leader of — the 
Unification Church 

It may seem absurd that a man 
who told Richard Nixon to “hang 
in there.” who is likely to call his 
critics messengers of Satan — orat 
least communists — could gain the 
massive following that Moon now 
has. But it has happened 

In the three vears since he came 
here from his native South Korea, 
Moon has amassed 30,000 young 
American “Moonies” and has 
become a millionaire in the 
process 

“Father.” as his followers call 
him, hives on an $850,000 estate on 
the Hudson River tax- free, 
since it is owned by a religious 
institution. Another Hudson River 
estate cost $650,000 

The Church bought the Colum- 
bia University Club for $1.2 
million. And there aré’ the shops, 
printing companies and some 20 
other business ventures controlled 
by Moon. In addition to manufac- 
turing tea, Moon is a high official 
in a South Korean company which

When the short and muscular 
Moon speaks to an audience, he 
may jump up and down, striding 
back and forth along the stage as he 
shouts to the audience in South 
Korean. Then his words are calmly 
interpreted by an aide, and Moon 
starts jumping up and down again 
This may go on for as long as five 
hours 

Moon, who claims that God 
spoke to him in 1934, lives on the 
Hudson River estate with his wife 
and seven children. Although he is 
not an American citizen, the 
government has given the religious 
leader a permanent Visa 

Someone who wanders into a 
Moon sanctuary may take partina 
friendly, low --key dinner, but 
sooner or later gets the “Divine 
Principle” drummed into him or 
her. learning that Moon is a 
prophet of God, “the only person 
who can pull our crumbling world 
together 

It is easy to scoff at this talk. and 
at the staunch anti - communism 
that goes with it. Moon puts out a 
newspaper. The Rising Tide. filled 
with anti - communist rhetoric 

But even undercover reporters 
who entered Moon sanctuaries for 
intense indoctrination have ended 
up begging their editors to get them 
out 

“1 couldn't take it anymore.” 
said one reporter. “Il feared that il I 
remained any longer | might suc- 
cumb in this crazy mental pressure 

cooker.” 

Ihe indoctrination includes

chanting, singing and prayer in a

Moon followers deny tales of 
brain - washing, and they deny 
rumors of violence. But ex- 
Moonies who are willing to talk of 
their experiences ask to remain 
anonymous for fear of reprisals 
One ex-Moonie claimed that when 
he grew skeptical and outspoken, 
his bones were broken in four 
places by Moon loyalists 


According to New York 
psychiatrist Dr. Ernest Giovanoh, 
who has helped ex-Moonies read- 
just, at least one Moon disciple 
committed suicide because he felt 
he was not worthy of the Moon 
cause 


Many Moonies manage to 
break out of the rigid state of mind, 
thanks partly to ‘‘de- 
programmers,” whose methods 
can be as comroversial as those of 
the Moonies themselves. [he most 


well - known de - programmer ts 
fed Patrick, 45. a onetime com- 
munity relations counselor for 
former Calitornia Governor 
Ronald Reagan 


Patrick, called by distraught 
parents to help “save” their lost 
children, was recently arrested in 
larrvtown, New York on kid- 
napping charges after a youth he 
took from a Unification sanctuary 
called the police. Patrick, now out 
on bond, is de - programming more 
Moonies

College students are reporting 
that transcendental meditation im- 
proves academic performance,

Scientific research in more than 
200 and research 
institutions in the United States, 
Europe and Asia shows increased 
intelligence growth rate and 
productivity, decreased anxiety 
and drug use and improved 
interpersonal relationships

Karen Simmons, a CSUS 


student who teaches transcenden- 
tal meditation, says the technique, 
as taught by Maharishi Mahesh 
Yogt. ts an easily - learned, natural 
process which allows the mind to 
experience its least excited, most 
orderly state 

According to the quantum 
mechanics in Physics, this state is 
one of least excitation of 
consciousness and is the field of 
pertect orderliness and the home of 
all the laws of nature 

Simmons expiains that during 
transcendental meditation the 
mind is deeply rested vet alert 

“Normally the mind ts very ac- 
in this active 


tive, vet inherent 


state, isa less active state.” she said 


‘For example, within the ability to 


run ts the ability to walk and within 
the ability to walk ts the ability to 
stand still 

Within the mind’s ability to be 
active 1s the ability to be less active, 
and finally the ability to be still.” 

The results of an initial study 
showed a greater 
intelligence among meditating high 
school students than non - meditat- 
ing students 

In another study. a group of 
university students and adults who 
practiced transcendental! 
meditation showed 


increase in 


signs of in- 
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creased intelligence than those who 
did not meditate regularly 


Subjects studying the technique 
were able to perform better on long 
and short term recall tests 
Meditators increased their speed in 
solving arithmetic problems ac- 
curately, indicating an increase in 
orderliness of thinking 

Paul Schaffer. a correspondent 
for the International Meditation 
Society, says there is a growing 
interest in the technique in all areas 
ot athletics 

“TM improves the ability to 
concentrate and at the same time 
increases comprehension,” he said 

Several studies have indicated 
that the technique improves reac- 
tion ume. as well as perception and 
eye-hand coordination. In research 
done in running times. over a six - 
week training period in the 50 
meter dash, meditators improved 
their time Dy one tenth of a second 
meditators showed

“TM also does not involve any 
religious beliefs or conflict with 
any form or religion, nor does it in- 
volve any special diets, clothes or 
exercises.” Schaffer said. “It is 
neither contemplation, concen- 
tration, bio - feedback or alpha 
wave control and involves no 
change in lifestyle.” 

The TM technique is taught in 
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Racket Ball 
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seven steps. The first :s a lecture. 
which is an introduction to the 
technique and its benefits. The 
second step isa preparatory lecture 
in which the mechanics and origin 
are discussed 

The third step is a short, per- 
sonal interview with a qualified 
instructor of the technique. The 
fourth step is a private, personal

The last steps take place over 
three days and provide intellectua! 
understanding of the practices and 
verification and validation of ex- 
periences

Tuition protested 


Students hit with the second 
tuition tncrease during the year at 
the University of Georgia formed 
an indignant crowd in January, 
protesting what amounted to a 25 
percent increase in their tuition for 
the year. While tuition has 
skyrocketed, cutbacks have 
trimmed library hours, health ser- 
vices and faculty and student jobs 
on the campus. 

A rally that drew Georgia 
students and faculty hit hard on the 
effects increases in tuition would 
have on minority students. A black 


speaker charged that tuition hikes 
would “come down hardest on the 
people least able to pay.” Black 
members of the school’s student 
council have threatened to call for 
a tuition stnke even if the rest of the 
student government disagrees 

At Trenton State College 
students and faculty are gearing up 
for a strike on March IS to protest 
tuition increases of $265 and staff 
cutbacks that could send 80 faculty 
members, about 1,000 students 
would be cut from the school to 
stretch available money farther

The United States Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) adopted a 
new beef grading system which will 
lower feeding costs for cattlemen 
but decrease the quality of the 
previous retail standards prime.
